DECORATIVE NOTES. 



A COLONIAL CEILING AND FRIEZE TREATMENT. 




NLY occasionally can any va- 
riety of coloring be used in 
connection with a Colonial 
treatment, and even then it 
must be used with the great- 
est of delicacy to be at all in 
keeping. The chart offered 
this month suggests a simple 
and artistic treatment for a 
ceiling slightly longer than 
it is wide, thus allowing the 
centre to be laid out in the form of an elliptic circle, the 
four corners being filled with the wreaths and ribbons. 
For color treatment, tint the ceiling within the inner 
line of the ellipse, a soft, warm buff, the stile between 
that and the cornice moulding, a little deeper warmer 
tone of buff, favoring the salmon. 

Tint the outer, and inner members of the cornice, 
a slightly deeper shade of this last color, with buff in 
the cove. The background of the frieze should be 
a soft warm sal- 
mon color, a few 
shades darker 
than the stile. 
The side wall may 
be tinted a delicate 
sea green. All or- 
naments tint buff, 
of the same shade 
as the centre of 
ceiling ; these and 
leading members r 

of the cornice, as 
well, may be 
touched with gold. 
All the decora- 
tion is raised relief 
work; Carton 
Pierre, papier ma- 
che or any of the 
numerous appli- 
ances for this pur- 
pose, and may be 
made up from the 
stock of any of the 
manufacturers, as 
the design is made 
up of material in 
general use. In 
some respects, this 
design is not pure 
Colonial, as there 
is a suggested touch 
of Empire in its 
composition, and 
it may pass, with a 
little richer and 
darker coloring, as 
a good example 
of New Empire. 
Although simple, 
this design would 
certainly make a 
very tasteful treat- 
ment for a recep- 
tion or drawing- 
room. 



CLAUS SPRECKELS, the California sugar king, is 
building a house for himself that will cost $6,000,- 
000. There are to be five bathrooms in it which 
are to cost $10,000 apiece, and one of them has been 
decorated under the personal supervision of Mr. Spreck- 
els' daughter. Considering the amount that is being 
spent upon it, it is very small, the dimensions being 
7$ x 8£ feet. The floor is laid with mosaic tile in neu- 
tral tones, the dado with tiles of ivory tint. On the side 
above the bath is a decorated panel composed of six- 
inch tiling. It represents a bathing scene in rich color- 
ings and done in relief. The scene is set in a rococo 
frame. The one window in the room is of stained glass, 
and the door is of heavy oak ; the ceiling is also tiled 
with embossed goods, and from the centre is suspended 
an electric chandelier. 




AN HOTEL in course of completion in New York 
has a unique appliance for regulating the tem- 
perature of each apartment. A small thermome- 
ter is fastened to the wall of the room, and directly un- 
derneath is a small lever, at the right and left of which are 

the words, en- 
graved on metal, 
"warmer" and 
" cooler." The oc- 
cupant has but to 
consult the ther- 
mometer, and then 
turn the lever in 
the direction h e 
desires, which com- 
municates by elec- 
tricity to the source 
of the steam-heat, 
when the heat for 
that particular 
room is increased 
or diminished as 
the signal has dic- 
tated. In this way 
the temperature 
may be regulated 
almost to a d e - 
gree.
